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INTRODUCTION 





§ l. Tlio following Grammar treats of tho dialect spoken in Central 
and Soutli Muzaffarpur. It is principally composed of South Muitliilf forms, 
but is largely impregnated with Bhojpuri forms, especially in the west of 
tbo district. In this Grammar the dialect of the eastern portion of she 
tract is treated as tho standard, the peculiarities of tho more western 
language being generally given in footnotes. 

§ 2. Tho alphabet aud nilos for spelling will bo found in tho Gouoral 
Introduction to this scries of Grammars, and tho remarks theroin huntd 
are not repeated here.

. PRONOUNS. 

§ 22. The following tables show tlio declensional forms of the prin¬ 
cipal pronouns and pronominal forms. 

Tho declension of pronouns presents some important points of difference 
from that of nouns, which must be oarefully noticed. 

While nouns frequently remain unchanged before post-positious. 
pronouns, with few exceptions, change to eomo other form, called the ob!v;n 
or inflected base. 

1 he aoousativo singular of pronouns is, with one or two exceptions, 
never the same as the nominative. Tho only exception is gt? ktiehh, ‘ any¬ 
thing,’ * something.’ In circumstances corresponding to those in which the 
accusative of a noun takes the nominative form, tho accusative of a pronoun 
takes tho oblique form without any post-position. 

Tho gonitivo forms of pronouns ending in y r and n are also to ho 
noticed. They havo all oblique forms ending in TT ru or stt >:d, for nhi h 
see § 34. 

Pronouns have the samo form, whether referring to masculine or 
feminine nouns. With tho exception of the pronouns of tho second person, 
they all want tho vocative case.

CHAPTER IV. 

INTRODUCTORY. 

§ 35. It must bo noted with respect to tlio following paradigms 
that colloquially tlio plural is commonly used in the place of the singular : 
thus tiV tu ha, * thou art,’ is commonly used instead of uT ^rr id 
which is the more oorreot form. It is important to note this. Distinetnn 
of number is only found in poetry. In common talk tho singular is 
commonly used iu a non-honorific, and tho plural in an honorific sense, 
exactly like Uriya or Bengali. 

Note also that there is great laxity colloquially in regard to gender. • 
Tho forms given for the. feminine are only those whioh are specially 
confined to that gender; but iustead of these, the masculine forms are often 
used colloquially. In the following paradigms when tho masculine and 
feminine forms coincido, tho latter ure not given. As a matter of f.iel 
feminine forms are rarely used except in the west of the district. IVrhaps 
the second plural feminine is the one which is most current. 

§ 30(7. Aa already observed (tj I), tho lauguago spoken in Oemra! and 
South Muzaffarptir is in (he maiu Maithili. In the western p.<xt of the 
district, however, many Bhojpurj forms are used, and such will bo noted >u 
their proper places. 

Besides tho personal forms given, each tonsO has a special honoriflo form 
common to the second and third persons, whioh will, iu the case of tho radical 
and participial tenses, be duly noted. It has not boon thought nooesaary 
do so in the case of the periphrastic tepee-s. 
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§ 36. With regard to the spelling of the various tense-forms, it must 
ho noted that ai and ^ au are frequently written '*T»! and V3r ait 
respectively : thus such forms as gir’lcii and TaTT*^ gir’lau are often 

■written 15rc^ gir'ldi and gir’laii. It has not been thought necessary 

to put both these varieties of spelling into the paradigms: hence only fti^r 
gir’lai, gir’lau, tye., -will be found therein. With regard to this 

and to tho shortening of antepenultimate vowels, see General Introduc¬ 
tion, §§ 34—37. 

It must ho noted that a gredmany verbal forms have a hoavy diphthong, 
viz. tfc ai or ^ an, in the last sylhiblo. When this occurs in any form 
( :•‘-opt in tho present conjunctive ), any preceding long vowel is shortened. 
Thus we have vsta bhilatk, ‘ho became/ dekhait, ‘seeing,’ and not 

wlfjR bhclaik or %WT dekhait, as would bo required by General Introduction, 
§37. In the present conjunctive, however, a preceding vowel remains long, 
so that wo have %%dckhai, ‘(if ) he sees/ and not %hd6khai. 

Note also that every plural form ending in m nh can also he spelt as 
ending in sr n : thus gir'lanh or f*l<•'•*!>( gir’/an. Only tho fuller 

form in m hh will he given in the paradigms. 

§ 37. Conjugational System. 

The conjugation of the verb clekh, ‘see/ being given in full, it is 

not necc sary to give here the details of conjugation at length.

For this reason tho following examples are given of tho conjugation of 
verbs having roots ending in vowels.

It has not been the uglii 
necessary to give tho conjugation iu full for each person.

APPENDIX II. 


NOTE ON THE USE.OF THE VARIOUS VERBAL TERMINATIONS. 


Nothing is more perplexing to tho foreigner than the multiplicity of. 
forms which occur for each person in the verbal conjugations. Tills 
multiplicity is partly duo, no doubt, to local and personal circumstance:' ar, 
inhabitant of ono place using one sol of forms, and an inhabitant of another, 
another; si ill at tho same time it is not correct to say that all those forms 
are exactly synonymous, for frequently ono person will be found using all 
the forms given in this Grammar, but each with a slightly different shade 
of meaning. Unfortunately, however, hero again local circumstances come 
in, and an inhabitant of one place will ho found using a form with a different 
shade of meaning from that used in another place. This is duo to tho want 
of a literature, which would fix each verbal form in its proper and exact 
shade of meaning. Tho Maithili dialect (which is situated immediately to 
the east of that of Muzaffarpuf)~ "fortunately has a fairly copious literature, 
and bonce it usoe all its verbal forma according to strict rule. Such is not 
the case with regard to MuzalxarpiSr; and hence iu the present state of tho 
language, and of our knowledge of it, it is impossible to givomoro than a 
general guide a3 to the customary idiom of ono tract. 

The following facts have been kindly euppliod to tho writer by 
T. Norman, Esq., Collector of Muzaffarpur, and deal only with tho idiom of 
the tract of count ry immediately surrounding the head-quartern of the 
district.
